WEST POINT CADKT APPOINTMENTS 

The President has determined upon the ap- 
pointment of eight cadet*, at large, to W est 
Point Academy, which, with the two hereto- 
fore named completes the list of ten, consti- 
tuting iiis quota. The Secretary of War is 
now preparing commissions for new ap- 
pointees. The other appointments, one from 
each Congressional District, will also be an- 
nounced in a few days. The Cadets will not 
enter the academy until next summer. 

CUBAN AFFAIRS. 

Cuban affairs have not yet been the subject 
of consultation, although occasionally a theme 
of conversation merely In the Cabinet. Nor, 
according to the preseut x-jcct, is it probable 
auy oflicial action will soon be taken with re- 
gurd to affairs In that island. The Goverumeut 
has r.o information to show that the opposing 
forces in Cuba have ever met in the open 
field; but that what little tightiug has been 
done amounts to nothing more than skirmish- 
ing. The operations have been confined to 
a few local points, with no marked political 
results, and the Cubans have not yet suc- 
ceeded in establishing themselves in a single 
spot Therefore, as no case is presented which 
calls for a recognition of belligerent rights, 
no member of the Cabinet ha* expressed a de- 
sire for or hinted at action in that direction. 

It is uo secret that the Spauish Minister 
has been informed, thut although the Gov- 
ernment and people of the couutrv sympa- 
thize with the Culauis, the neutrality laws 
will be enforced, and as a proof of the hon- 
esty of the Government in executing them, 
the Spanish Minister ba« been placed in direct 
communication with the United States At- 
torneys and Marshals, so be can furnish 
them w ith information accompanied by proof 
relative to secret military expeditions, in 
order that they may promptly carry out the 
instructions given months ago to intercept 
| the sailing of hostile vessels. The receut ar- 
rests in New York were made on information 
furnished the Federal utlieen. there through 
the Spauish Minister. The cause of action 
was tic opeu boasting of Cubans of their 
success in lauding men and arms on the 
island. The Government Las been sciliug 
surplus arms to all purchasers without dis- 
tinction, asking no questions as to their 
future use.

Nashville, June 23. — The Secretary of 
State has writteu a letter in regard to the 
State finances, which will be published to- 
morrow.

The final examinations lor the present scholas- 
tic year took place yesterday, according to the 
prescribed order. In the public schools of the 
Seventh, Eighth, and Tenth wards. Favored 
with beautirul weather, and inspired with feel- 
ings of reciprocal pride in the educational system 
so graciously maintained for their benefit, the 
pupils and their relatives and friends In each 
ward came out In the fullness of their strength, 
crowding the several Institutions to their utmost 
extent.

THE SEVENTH WARD. 

In order that the pupils of this school and 
ihelr Mends might enjoy some of the Intellectual 
treasures garnered up during the pari session, 
and especially as they were denied this privilege 
In a great measure at the regular examination, 
irom obvious causes, yesterday was set apart for 
an exhibition. In which the entire school partic- 
ipated. The affair was not only creditable as a 
test of the aptitude of the scholars, but it was 
pleasing and Instructive in a marked degree to 
all who heard and witnessed It. The exhibition 
was commenced In tbe chapel of the school at 
three o'clock p. x., opening with “The Merry 
May,” a most appropriate song, rendered 
with much spirit and excellence of voice by all 
the classes present. Then came an Introduction 
well written In verse and delivered with good 
effect by Annte Spotts. This was followed by 
“The Confession,” a serio-comic piece, admira- 
bly declaimed by Frank Howe.

At tbe close of the exercises, the children ana 
the visitors were ravored with brief and timely 
addresses by Dr. W. E. Robluson, one of the 
Trustees, and W. W. Morris, Esq., President of 
the School Board. 

THE EIGHTH WARD. 

In this school the examinations were resumed 
and finished in the second Intermediate depart- 
ment. The exercise® were opened In the fore- 
noon with tbe boys of the second grade. Miss 
Jennie Swaudlll, teacher. They were examined 
in the parsing and analysis of poetry and other 
reading, also In history of the United States and 
critical g reman. Tbe first grade boys, Mrs. Emi- 
ly McGinnis, were then put through a rigid exami- 
nation In tne various studies of their course. In 
all of which they acquitted themselves lu fine 
style. At the close of their examination. Presi- 
dent Morris, who had been an Interested specta- 
tor, announced that the three first honors of tbe 
city schools had fhllen to tbls class and belonged 
to the three boys who had taken the three first 
honors of this class, viz; Henry Owen, first 
honor; Clay Sale, second . honor; Lewis 
Hess, third honor. The ^’resident also 
stated that this was a peculiar triumph, 
as all the boys named were In the third grade 
last year, and had passed both the second and 
first grades this year. 

in the afternoon the exercises began at two 
o’clock with two classes of tbe second grade girls, 
la charge of Miss Alice Henderson and Miss 
Ophelia Henry, and consisted of the reading of 
select pieces by various young ladles, together 
with vocal music by Prof. Whipple’s pupils aud 
solos and duets by Miss Mary Davidson, 
Miss Florence Fonda, and others. Af- 
ter tbls, the girls of the first grade, 
Mrs. Minerva Parrent in charge, underwent 
an examination, which was conducted, as those 
preceding had been, by various persons con- 
nected and unconnected with the schools, among 
others, Professor Chase, of the Female High 
School, who took occasion to compliment tne 
young ladles very highly. These exercises con- 
sisted of select readings, Ac., Interspersed with 
songs by Misses Sallle Maury, Ella Mmacb, 
Clementine Hess, Clara Marable, and otbeifTand 
fine Instrumental music by Miss Ella 
Perkins. None of the varied exercises 
had been prepared, but were mostly given 
at the instance of visitors. This fact tended to 
excite the admiration of every one present. If 
possible tbe examination thu< (we may almost 
say unfairly) conducted was even more severe 
than It would have been under the prevailing 
rule; but the scholars never exhibited greater 
alacrity and precision in answering the demand 
upon their memories. Further comment would 
be superfluous. 

We understand that the classes generally tes- 
tified thelt attachment to their teachers by pre- 
senting various mementoes of their gratitude In 
a private way. The boys of the first grade, how- 
ever, entered the chapel In a body during the ex- 
amination of the glrla, and through their spokes- 
man, Master Henry Owen, presented to Mrs. 
McGinnis a rich and elegant toilet set of silver.
